The bulge stadium was packed to its 
utmost capacity when the royal proces­ 
sion 
ar r ived 
to the strtvhw*— of- the 
Greek 
and British 
anthems. 
First 
came 
a 
carriage 
containing 
King 
George and Queen Alexandra, then an 
other with King 
Md ward and Queen 
Olga. 
These were followed 
by car­ 
riages 
with Princess 
Victoria, 
tin1 
Prince and Princess of W ales and the 
members of the Greek 
royal family, 
•with their brilliant suites, and the rep­ 
resentatives of the various European 
courts. 
The procession traversed the 
whole length 
of the stadium 
amid 
vociferous 
cheering, and 
the digni­ 
taries took seats in a, semi circle. Then 
Grown Prince Constantine, who is the 
president of the games, 
read an ad­ 
dress stating the object of the meet 
ing and concluded 
fey begging Kins 
George to proclaim the opening. 
King George arose and briefly de­ 
clared the game opened. 
A ll the participants in the games 
then moved in procession around the 
stadium, headed by hands of music. 
As the OOO picked athletes of the world 
moved past, presenting an imposing 
display, they were cheered to the echo.

Oakland, Cal., April 
23.— A report 
reached here at midnight 
from .San 
Francisco that a brisk tire is burning 
In South San Francisco. 
The illum i­ 
nation can readily he seen from this 
side of San Francisco bay, a distance 
of eight miles. 
It is b e l i e v e d that the 
fire broke out afresh from smoulder­ 
ing embers that could not he subdued 
on account of the lack of water. 
W hen the tire was pronounced to he 
practically under control in San Fran­ 
cisco proper several frame buildings 
were standing in South San Francisco, 
but it is now feared that these will be 
swept away. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 23.— Had 
it not been for the sight of the rude 
altars set up in the open air wherever 
San Francisco’s 
horn-less thousands 
were camped, 
one would 
have had 
some difficulty 
in finding any 
of the 
peaceful associations of the Sabbath in 
this city during (lie day. 
Everywhere 
throughout the burned as well as the 
remaining section of the city there was 
the greatest 
activity. 
Streets were 
being cleared of debris, laborers were 
repairing broken water pipes, sewers 
and 
gas mains; electricians 
every­ 
where were seeking to untangle tile al­ 
most hopeless confusion of wires; in 
fact, San Francisco was in the first 
stages of its regeneration. 
There are no hungry 
people now; 
the gaunt 
spectre of starvation 
lias 
been banished by the magnificent re ­ 
sponse of the people 
of California in j 
particular and by the entire nation in 
general to the appeals that went out 
for assistance. 
Food by the carload 
and boatload has poured into Oakland 
in sufficient quantities to overwhelm 
the committee that has in charge its 
distraint ion. 


Heavy Volume of Supplies. 


So great was the 
volume of food 
stuffs brought into the general depot 
at Oakland mole that tile general com­ 
m ittee during the day made an appeal 
for skilled labor in the handling of 
these 
supplies. 
Grocers, 
butchers 
and commission men 
have been r e ­ 
quested to secure men 
who are fa­ 
m iliar in the handling of foodstuffs in 
order that the confusion attendant up­ 
on the distribution at tho scores of 
stations established might go on w ith­ 
out confusion. 
The homeless people are no longer 
obliged 
to subsist 
upon bread 
and 
canned stuff entirely, as they had been 
during the previous days of their try ­ 
ing experience, 
but during 
the day 
were given hot coffee, canned meats 
and (wen cakes and oranges. Oranges 
have come in in plentiful supply from 
Southern California and the sight of 
C alifornia’s famous product was every 
where hailed with words of delight. 
It must not be understood by the 
charitable people of the country that 
there is a surfeit of food foir the sui’ 
ferers. W hile the supply is abundant at 
this writing, it is well for the public 
to r e m e m b e r that the homeless thou­ 
sands must be fed and cared for by 
the organized relief committee for an 
indefinite period. 
It is desired, there­ 
fore, that contributions be continued 
everywhere until the people who have 
been rendered helpless and destitute 
by tile city's misfortune eau care for 
themselves. 


W a te r Situation Improved. 


The water situation, while causing 
inconvenience 
to tho people, 
is no 
longer such 
a problem. 
About two- 
thirds of the remaining section of the 
city is being supplied with sufficient 
water for the pressing domestic needs 
but, of course, there is not yet enough 
to be bad for fire-fighting j urposes.

the troops or the municipal police.

is only of the national guards of the 
state cf California that complaint has 
been made. 
Many citizens have re­ 
ported many arbitrary acts of the m i­ 
litiamen. 
Contributions of money continue to 
be made from every part of the United 
States.

Five Hundred Bodies Found. 


The total number of bodies recover­ 
ed and buried up to Sunday night is 
600. 
No complete record can be had 
at tiiis time, as many bodies have been 
buried without permits from tile coro­ 
ner 
and the 
board of 
health. 
The 
searchers 
of the coroner’s and 
the 
board of health 
departments found 
uot more than twenty bodies Sunday. 
They 
were buried 
immediately. 
A 
K'w of these bodies could he identified 
and the graves were marked by num­ 
bers. 
it is impossible at tho present 
time to obtain any sort of death list 
or even to make a reliable estimate of 
the number of casualties. 
Whenever 
a body is found ii is buried immediate­ 
ly 
without form ality 
and as 
these 
buruls 
have been made 
at widely 
separated parts of the city by different 
searchers who do not even make a 
prompt report 
to headquarters, con­ 
siderable confusion has resulted in es­ 
tim ating 
the 
number 
of casualties. 
Exaggerated reports have resulted. 
The health 
of the scores 
of thou­ 
sands camped in the open air is, under 
the circumstances, rem arkably good. 
There 
have been several 
cases of 
pneumonia 
reported and colds 
are 
quite common, but 
there is nothing 
like an epidemic of pulmonary troub­ 
les. 
The board of health reports that 
there is very little contagious disease. 
For tile treatm ent of such cases bos 
pitals have been provided. The Golden 
Gate park district during the day re­ 
ported the birth 
of eighteen babies. 
The mothers 
and children 
were re­ 
moved to the various m aternity hos­ 
pitals. 


Vigorous Measures Taken. 


Vigorous measures are being taken 
by the board of health and the hoard 
of public works to improve sanitary 
conditions, which, while not. entirely 
satisfactory, in general are not as yet 
a serious menace to health. 
The turn­ 
ing on of considerable 
water in tho 
residence district Sunday and a prom­ 
ise of much mole within a few hours 
will relieve the minds of those living 
iii houses of the fear of disease. 
But 
the thousands camped in the parks and 
on every hit of open ground must re­ 
ceive prompt attention. 
The work at 
these places 
is in the hands 
of tile 
engineers of the United States army 
and under their efficient direction is 
progressing satisfactorily. Eight tem­ 
porary structures have been erected 
at Golden 
Gate park 
and 
in these 
sheds 
thousands 
found 
reasonably 
comfortable shelter during the night 
More of these buildings will soon be 
ready. 
Tho Associated 
Press representa­ 
tives during the day covered the en­ 
tire burned section. 
The circum fer­ 
ence of the area, as near as could be 
ascertained 
by the 
m arking 
of a 
cyclometer, is twenty-six 
miles and 
comprises the business district and i 
large section 
of the residence 
dis 
trict, all of which was densely popu­ 
lated.

The ribs a id steins of an umbrella are 
generally made iii factories having a 
specialty of the o Items and are sent 
thence to the real manufacturer, litre 
first the man wince v c a ii in to a s­ 
semble the parts inserts a bit <>f wire 
into tin* small boles at the end of the 
rii'S, d ra w s them together an ait the 
main rod turd puts on the ferrule. 
In cutting the cloth seventy live thick­ 
nesses or thereabouts art* arranged up­ 
on a splitting table, at which skilled 
operators work. In another room are a 
number of girls who operate hemming 
machines. 
A thousand yards of hem­ 
med goods is but a d a y ’s work for one 
of these girls. The machines at which 
they w ork are geared to a high speed. 
After hemming, tin* cloth is cut into 
triangular pieces with a knife, as be­ 
fore. but with a pattern laid upon the 
cloth. The next operation is the sew­ 
ing of the triangular pieces together by 
machinery. 
T he covers and the frames are now 
ready to be brought together. 
In all 
there are tw nity-one places where tile 
cover is to be attached to tile frame in 
the average umbrella. 
The handle is next glued on, and the 
umbrella is ready for pressing and in­ 
spection. 
By fa r tin* greater number 
of umbrellas today are equipped with 
wooden handles. 
A large variety of 
materials may be used, however, such 
as 
born, 
china, 
bone, 
agate, 
pearl, 
ivory, silver and gold. Gold and silver, 
quite naturally, enter Into the construc­ 
tion of the more expensive grades of 
umbrellas, some of which, iii price, 
have been known to bring as high as 
$15d or $‘200. 
A wooden handle may 
likewise be expensive, depending upon 
the quality of the wood used. Ebony, 
petrified wood, fir, oak and elder are 
as well known to the umbrella men, 
who m anufacture 15,OOO,ODO umbrellas 
a year. 
The umbrella has been developing 
rapidly during the last few years. 
We pick up oven a cheap one now a­ 
days, 
press 
a 
button 
and the 
top 
spreads itself like an eagle ready for 
its flight. We are going away, and an 
ordinary umbrella is too long to put in 
our grip. W e find among our assort­ 
ment of umbrellas aud parasols one 
which is meant for just such an emer­ 
gency and which in a most accommo­ 
dating manner folds up to suit the size 
of our traveling bag. 
Oilier new* ones 
lock with a key. 
Some spread their 
shade over eight or nine feet of terri­ 
tory, 
and
